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NOTL council agrees Region should take over airport

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
town council unanimous¬ 
ly approved a motion 
Monday that Niagara 
Region be asked to take 
over the operation of the 
Niagara District Airport. 

Currently, the airport is 
funded by the municipal¬ 
ities of St. Catharines, 
Niagara Falls and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and run by a 


commission with repre¬ 
sentatives from the three 
communities. 

“The timing is right to 
move forward," said Coun. 
Terry Flynn, the town’s 
representative and trea¬ 
surer of the airport com¬ 
mission. “It truly is a 
regional airport. Trying to 
deal with three munici¬ 
palities - that can be a 
real challenge.” 

Flynn's motion stated 
that the current funding 
model does not allow for 


needed infrastructure 
renewal or future devel¬ 
opment at the airport. It 
said that expansion of the 
facility would result in 
economic benefits 
throughout the Niagara 

The town owns the land 
where the airport is locat¬ 
ed on Niagara Stone Rd. 
Flynn said the Region 
would be asked to pres¬ 
ent a business case to the 
town before negotiations 
took place about transfer¬ 


ring airport manage- 

“It is the airport for 
businesses (with its) 
5,000- foot runway that 
can handle large planes," 
said Councillor Jim 
Collard. “It’s important to 
the economy of the 


Region.” 

The motion approved 
by council requests that 
Niagara Region, the 
Niagara District 

Commission and the air¬ 
port liaison committee 
work together on the pos¬ 
sibility of giving control 


of airport operations to 
the Region. 

St. Catharines city 
council also agreed the 
existing joint municipal 
service board operating 
the airport commission 
should be dissolved and 
control of operations

"To move forward in a 
positive way, we need to 
reconcile our past.” 

The proclamation is 
timed to coincide with 
the sod-tuming this fall 
for an artwork display at 
Queenston Heights Park 
to honour the contribu¬ 
tions made by the Six 
Nations of the Grand 
River and their native 
allies during the War of 
1812. 

More than $1 million 

raised so far by a legacy 
working group of the 
town's War of 1812 
Bicentennial Committee 
and the federal govern¬ 
ment provided a heritage 
grant of $420,000. 

The group has been 
working on the project 

years and recendy 
reported that it is close 
to its fundraising target.

What is Wynne hiding about Hydro One sale 


Here's what Ontario Liberal leader 
and future premier Dalton McGuinty 
had to say in 2002 about then 
Progressive Conservative premier 
Ernie Eves’ plan to sell Hydro One. 

“Ernie Eves may be poised to sell 
off Hydro One in a desperate bid to 
get cash so he can throw money at the 
electricity crisis he has created." 

McGuinty said selling pieces of 
Ontario’s electricity grid would only 
result in further “price gouging.” 

Flash forward to 2015 and 
Premier Kathleen Wynne no longer 
wants to have any other famous 
“conversations” with the people of 
Ontario about whether it’s wise for 
her to sell off 60% of Hydro One, 
which controls 97% of Ontario’s 
electricity transmission system. 

She just wants to get it done in 
a desperate bid to throw money at 
what, we’re told by the Liberals, will 
be transportation infrastructure. To 
do that, Wynne had to change the law. 

Under previous legislation, all 
money from selling Hydro One had to 
go towards retiring Hydro’s $27 billion 
debt. Now the Liberals will use only 
$5 billion of Hydro One’s projected $9 
billion selling price for paying down 
debt, while the remaining $4 billion 
will go to fund infrastructure. 

Wynne has said she can’t 
guarantee electricity rates won’t rise 


as a result of the sale. That seems 

with Hydro One’s $700 million annual 
profits. 

Wynne never raised the idea 
of selling Hydro One - which Eves 
eventually abandoned — in last year’s 
Ontario election. 

There have been no public 
hearings on it and polls suggest most 
of the public is against the idea. 

The public has a right to full 
disclosure from Wynne and the 
Liberals about their plan to sell off 
Hydro One and its impacts on both 
taxpayers and electricity consumers, 
meaning everyone in the province. 

That’s why we support Ontario 
Public Service Employees Union 
President Smokey Thomas' challenge 
to Wynne to a one-on-one public 
debate with him. 

It’s long past time all public 
concerns were put on the table, 
for example that Ontario's eight 
independent officers of the 
legislature, including the auditor 
general and ombudsman, have 
warned they will lose their power to 
investigate Hydro One under Wynne’s 
sell-off plan. 

What is it that Wynne doesn’t 
want the public to know?

There is also cultural heritage value in the associations with a prominent Confederate. 
Between 1865 to 1868 Frances Hopkins, the widow of Philip Hopkins (a retired commander 
of the ship H. M.Vandeleur, a British Revenue Cruiser), rented the house to John Porterfield, 
a Nashville banker who, during the American Civil War, was a financial agent for the 
Confederacy. 

Further information respecting the proposed designation, including the full statement of 
cultural value, is available from Planning Staff. 

Any person may, not later than the 27th day of July 2015, send by registered mail or deliver 
to the Clerk of the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake notice of their objection to the proposed 
designation, together with a statement of the reasons for the objection and all relevant facts. 
If such a Notice of Objection is received the Council of the Corporation of the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake shall refer the matter to the Conservation Review Board for a hearing.

Vince Pillitteri remains 
in Hamilton General 
Hospital after he was 
injured while riding his 
Gator around his 
Lakeshore Rd. property 
Saturday afternoon.

He was still in the inten¬ 
sive care unit Tuesday, 
and was being kept heavi¬ 
ly sedated, suffering from 
several broken ribs and 
soft tissue damage, said 
Joe, but he appeared to be 
able to hear his family, 
smiling when they spoke 
of the messages from 
friends and family and 
tearing up when he was
